In one reoent month the 
export in manufactures was greater than 
In that of agriculture. This condition 
will be frequent hereafter. 
The United 


States It now far ahead of England or 
any other country in the extent of its 
manufactures and its mining. The lead 
ID these two fields will undoubtedly be 
kept np. 


Nevertheless, the propects for a heavy 


cereal fluid lor 1904 are encouraging. 
Good crops not only mean heavy exports, 
bat they mean moderate prices for food 
for tbe American consumer. Under such 
conditions the farmer and all his patrons 
will be happy. In recent times the bal- 
ance of trade has been largely in favor of 
the United States in every rear. There 
will be no charge in this condition, it is 
evident in tbe fiscal year which is less than 
five weeks old. For the fiscal yeai ending 
on June 10, the country imported nearly 
118,000,000 more gold titan it exported, 
despite the heavy outflow of the metal on 
account of the Panama canal purchase 
and other reasons.
